CANADIANS IN 
GERMANY. APPLY 
FOR CITIZENSHIP 


At The Rate Of 
Twenty To Thirty A Day 


OTTAWA.—Residents of Germany 
claiming Canadian citizenship ‘are 
applying to the Canadian mi 
mission to Germany at the rate of 
20 to 30 a day to have their status 
clarified, the mission reported to the 
External Affairs department, 

All inquiries are carefully scruti- 

nized, and if needed, further infor- 
mation is sought from the respon- 
sible department in Ottawa. Most of 
such cases relate to naturalized per- 
sons who have been absent from 
| Canada for a long time. 
The mission, headed by Lt.-Gen. 
Maurice A, Pope, acts primarily in a 
diplomatic and consular capacity, 
and consists of 26 Canadian soldiers 
and several civilians. It is the official 
link between the Canadian govern- 
ment and the Allied Control Council 
and looks after the interests of Can- 
adians in Germany, informing the 
government on conditions there, 

Canadians owning property in 
Germany may avail themselves of 
the facilities of the mission for its 
protection while businessmen wish- 
ing to trade in Germany are also 
aided by the mission through the Ex- 
ternal Affairs department. 

Gen. Pope was military adviser to 
the prime minister during 1945, and 
prior to that headed the Canadian 
military staff in Washington. Last 
fall he was elected Doyen of all mili- 
tary missions in Berlin accredited to 
the Allied Control Council.

Of Malnutrition, Says Doctor 


UTRITION surveys show that a considerable number of Canadians are 
on such a low dietary that they are in danger of malnutrition, Dr, L.

And 
the words ‘available to each person’ 
mean not just somewhere, but right 
where he can get it, and each per- 
son must in some way put forth the 
effort which permits him to get his 
basic minimum food needs.” 
Canadians in 1946-47 consumed, on 
the average, much more food per 
person than before the war: 25 per 
cent, more milk, 10 per cent. more 
eggs, 77 per cent, more tomatoes, 
200 per cent, more citrus fruits, 53 
per cent, more of other fruits and 
“ 25 per cent. more green vegetables. 
These were just about the amounts 
described in the departmental public- 
ity called Canada’s Food Rules, as 
being needed for health, But about 
one quarter of all the people survey- 
ed in the last two years were found 
to be getting less than one-third of 
these foods and were therefore un- 
derfed in the midst of plenty, he said. 
Many of these people have not 
enough money to buy the food they 
need, continued Dr. Pett, but money 
is not the only factor and underfed 
people are found in well-off homes 
where the right foods are not includ- 
ed, due to ignorance or indifference. 
The speaker concluded by urging 
support of public health officials in 
their efforts to correct such condi- 
tions and of voluntary organizations 
which are engaged in health activi- 
ties.

Canadian-Built Craft Will 
Take Over Arctic Patrol 


The department of transport is 
taking over the eastern Arctic pa- 
trol next year and has a design now 
complete for a $2,500,000 Canadian- 
built Arctic ship to replace the color- 
ful old Hudson's Bay Company ship 
Nascopie which will wind up her ca- 
reer after her 33rd trip to Arctic 
seas this summer. 


A transport department spokes- 
man said that a Montreal firm has 
completed plans for a specially-built, 
3,500-ton, 300-foot Arctic craft for 
the department which will cost be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $2,500,000. 

Tenders will be called soon and the 
ship will be “built in an eastern 
Canadian shipyard,” the spokesman 
said, In summer she will make an 
annual patrol through the Northwest

LONDON. — India, now on tite

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To Trade With 
Brazil On New 
Money Basis 


OTTAWA—The Foreign Exchange 
Control Board announced that Can- 
adian exporters and importers now 
may trede with Brazil on either a 
sterling or United States dollar 
basis. 

The move represented a further 
step in carrying out an agreement 
by the United Kingdom to make 
sterling earnings of foreign coun- 
tries available for use anywhere by 
July 15. 

In the first quarter of this year, 
Canadian sales to Brazil totalled $6,- 
190,134 and imports $2,898,567. 

The addition of Brazil brings to 
25 the number of countries already 
opened to sterling or U.S. dollar 
trade with Canada.
